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FRANCHISE GRANTED, 


Haverhill and Andover Company 
Get Privileges on Elm Street. 


The selectmen met Monday night and 
granted a franchise to the Haverhill & 
Andover street railway .company, of 
which several Andover men are members, 
allowing them to lay tracks on Elm 
street to the North Andover line. 


Following was the franchise as granted : 


Town of Andover, in Board.of Select- 
men, June 11, 1900. 

Ordered on a petition of a majority of 
the directors of the association for the 
formation of the Haverhill and Ando- | 
ver Street Railway company, dated 
April 30, 1900, it appearing that due no- 
tice has been given to all parties inter- 
ested by publication in the Andover 
Townsman May 4, 1900 being fourteen 
days before a hearing thereon held May 
19, 1900 and an adjournment: May 26, 
1900, it is hereby adjudged that public 
necessity and convenience require that 
this board grant the location asked for 
in said petition, and that a location be 
and hereby is granted for a single track 
commencing at the boundary line be- 
tween the town of Andover and the 
town of North Andover on Elm street 
through said Elm street to Elm square 
Together with the right to set all nec- 
essary poles and stretch necessary 
wires thereon for the operation of said 
track by electrical trolley system sub- 
ject to the following conditions, re- 
strictions and reservations: 

ist.—The track shall be laid to a lo- 
cation and plan approved by this Board | 
and according to the existing grade of 
the stréets, and in case that grades of 
any portions of said streets within the 
termini of said location shall be al- 
tered or changed by any proper au- 
thority, said tracks shall be re-laid by 
said company within such time as this 
Board of Selectmen may prescribé and 
at the expenee of said compary. 

2d—The poles used in the construc- 
tion shall be of such material, kind and 
construction and so located as_ the 
Board of Selectmen may determine, and 
all such poles shall béset at such depth 
in the ground as to make their support 
substantial and adequate; all poles 
shall be painted. 

3d—Sultable switches and switch 
boxes for shutting off the electrical 
current from poles or trolley wire shall 
when required be placed along the track 
at points satisfactory to the Board of 
Selectmen. All poles, switches, and 
turn-Outs under this location shall be 
changed or re-located at the expense 
of the company when in the judgment 
of said Board of Selectmen the same 
may be required. 

4th—All such poles, wires and fixtures 
shall be maintained by said company 
at all times in good order and condition 
to the satisfaction of the Board of Se- 
lectmen. 

5th—In case of fire the electrical cur- 
rent shall at the order of the chief en- 
gineer of thefire department be shut off 
and remain so shut off until such order 
is by him revoked, and the chief engi- 
neer may cause such wires to be cut, 
and all damage and expense caused by 
such cutting shall be ‘borne by said 
company. 

6th—Said Company agrees to erect 
and maintain such guard wires, and 
such other appliances for the isolation 
of power, wires or conductors of elec- 
trical current as may be required by 
the board of Selectmen. 

7th—Said Company shall in removing 
snow from its tracks cart off and carry 
away to such place as the Superinten- 
dent of Streets or the Highway Sur- 
veyor may direct, so much of the snow 
as falls thereon as the Superintendent 
of Streets or Highway Surveyor shall 
deem necessary to make the street safe 
and convenient for public travel. In 
removing snow and ice from its tracks, 
it shall not leave any ridges in the 
street, or leave the surface of snow or 
ice in an uneven, unsafe or defective 
condition, In case it shall fail to re- 
move any snow or ice, or shall so re- 
move any snow or ice as to leave the 
street in condition unsatisfactory to the | 
Superintendant of Streets said Superin- 
tendant or any other proper authority 
may remove the same, and said com- 
pany shall reimburse the town for the 
expense thereof. H 

&th—Said company shall keep_ the 
streets in safe and convenient condition 
for public travel while laying said 
tracks, and otherwise equipping said 
road electrically and doing all repairo 
or alterations, and shall save said town 
harmless from all loss or damage aris- 
ing from its failure to do so,.or in any 
‘way arising from the use of said streets 
by it in any way, or in any way grow- 
ing out of the granting of this location. 
Said streets ghall be left by said com- 
pany in as good condition as the same 
are in when the laying of sald tracks 
was begun, and shall keep the portions 
of the streets between its tracks and for 
a distance of eighteen inches on either 
sice of the tracks in repair satisfac- 
tory to the Superintendant of Streets 
or Highway Surveyor. 


§th—The authority given to said 
company by this permit shall not in 
any way restrict or abridge the rights 
of the town in said streets and said 


town may dig up and use said streets 
for any other public purpose. 
10th—That said company shall at its 


its own expense grade, reconstruct, 
strengthen, extend, rebuild and put in | 
condition all streets, highways and | 
bridges over which its tracks shall be 
located; also all Culverts or drains in 
such streets and highways so far as 
grading, reconstructing, strengthening, 


extending and rebuilding, and putting 
in condition said streets, highways, 
bridges, culverts and drains may be 
flecessary to the public safety and con- 
venience during the building of said 
road, and the Board of Selectmen shall 
be the sole judges of such necessity and 


that) the said company shall be respon- 
sible for any damage or injury which 
may’ happen by reason of its failure to 
comply with this pr @ision, and shall 
indemnify and hold harmless from all 
claim arising .therefrom or from any 
other cause. growing out of the grant- 
ing of this location, and shall pay all 
expenses of defending suits brought 
against the town of Aniover on ac- 
count of such claims.

CONG. KNOX’S VIEW. 


In an interview Congressman William 
S. Knox, who has just returned from 
Washington, made the following state- 
ment regarding the political situattion: 

“I firmly believe that the people of 
the country approve the policy of the 
Administration in regard to the issues 
which have grown out of the Spanish 
war. The President and Congress have 
had ‘to deal with grave questions, The 
situation has been bravely met and 
wise’ steps have been taken. I consider 
that the course pursued by the Repub- 
licam party is justified by the present 
situation. The recent election in Ore- 
gon was unquestionably an  endorse- 
ment of the Administration.” 

Regarding the federal building for this 
city, Mr. Knox said: ‘‘Work on the new 
structure can begin when a site is pro- 
cured, just as was expected. The ap- 
propriation has been made and the ad- 
ditional amount needed can be obtained 


in time. The matter will be cared for 
in an omnibus bill, which will pass 
Congress in the fall. Why, we can 


have a building here which will cost 
$100,000 if we want it, but there is no 
need of so expensive a structure here. 
The cost of the building has been in- 
creased, of course, by the rise in the 
cost of building material.” 

In reply to a question about his can- 
didacy Mr. Kniox said: “Everv” one 
knows, of course, that I am a candidate 
for re-election. I have only just re- 
turned and in consequence I know litte 
about the situation in the district.”

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Myers says tnat the House must finish 
ice labors by tne enu of the month. 
This means that the end will probably 
be reached some tinie in July, as the 
Speaker is ever prone to look on the 
hopeful side of the question. 

On Friday the House failed to get on 
its customary hustle and only two mat- 
ters were debated, these being the bill 
to permit Boston to erect a municipal 
building in South Boston and the bill 
to authorize the Metropolitan Park 
Commission to grant locations to street 
railway companies. Both of these 
were passed to a third reading. Three 
times during the day the noint of “no 
quorum” was raised, and much valu- 
able time lost in securing enough mem- 
bers to do business with. 

On Monday the committee on ,ral!- 
roads will report on the lease of the 
Fitchburg to they Bosion & Maine. 
There is no doubt that the report will 
recommend the ratification of the lease, 
but there are likely to be dissenters. On 
Friday the committee voted almost 
unanimously against putting in a-pro- 
vision for the extension of the Central 
Mass. railroad to the State line from 
Northampton or Bondville. 

The report of the committee on manu- 
factures on the Boston gas situation 
which favors the incorporation of the 
New England Gas & Coke Co., but does 
not favor a reduction in the price of 
gas is likely to prove to be the minor- 
ity report of the committee. Senators 
Woodsum and Lott were absent when 
the vote was taken. and they are both 
said to favor State Supervision of the 
company without compulsory incorpo- 
ration. In the fight between Henry M. 
Whitney and Thomas W. Lawson the 
latter may be said to have scored a 
partial victory in the report that was 


the charter of the Haverhill Gas Secur- 
ities Co., six of the members of the 
committee were recorder as dissenters, 
and these filed a note of their belief that 
the question as to..whether the com 
pany is now or has in the past violated 
any of the laws of the Commonwealth 
should be determined by the Atty. Gen- 
eral. An order to this effect was in- 
troduced by Mr. Smith of Waltham and 
laid over until today, when it will be 
debated and ‘probably adopted. 

On Friday the Senate passed to en- 
grossment the bill to authorize receiv- 
ers to sell the property, locations and 
franchises of street railway companies. 

The order for an investigation into 
the charges of corruption in connection 
with the vote on the Westminster 
Chambers bill is still unheard from, and 
it is the general impression that the 
House committee on rules, to which it 
was referred, will allow it to stay on 
the table. .The committee evidently de- 
cided not to call the reporters to tes- 
tify. The bill itself was passed to en- 
actment by both branches and has gone 
to the Governor. 

As so little progress was made ty the 
House on Fridav the bill to incorporate 
the New England Cotton Yarn Co., was 
not reached, but probably will be today 
and if the committee on conference 
which is trying to patch the d'fferences 
of the two branches on this bill is ready 
to renort, another long debate is to be 
expected. 

Mr. Daly of Lawrence will probably 
be heard this week in favor of the bill 
establishing an eight hour day for 
county employes, he having been re- 
corded as a dissenter from the adverse 
report of the committee, 

Tomorrow the House will take vp the 
bill to abolish the Gloucester Police 
Court, and this will prabably take sev- 
eral hours. Mr. Frost of Lawrence is 
a member of the enmmittee on probate 
and insolvency. which revorted the h'll, 
and he jc exnected to take a prominent 
part in favor of the bill. 


STATE HOUSE, June 7—Yester ey 
the bill te provide for State care of the 
insane poor and for the establishment 
of a colony for the insane was passed 
to be engrossed by the House without 
debate. Mr. Buswell of Methuen was 
in charge of ‘this measure for the com- 
mittee on ways and means but was 
spared the labor of presenting an argu- 
ment, 

in spite of the fact that the bill was 
not debated, it is most important and 
will lift a heavy burden from many 
small towns, and equalize the expense 
of caring for this unfortunate class. At 
present, for example, the town of 
Shutesbury with a population of 444 
and a valuation of only $164,110, has a 
percenttage of 15.7 to 1000 population 
while other towns have no insane to 
pay for. It is estimated that the colony. 
system will. save about $39,000 in cost 
of maintenance, and $637,000 in cost of 
construction and equipment for every 
thousand patients taken from the hos- 
pitals. 

Yesterday the Senate passed to be 
engrossed the 58-hour law for women 
and minors. The House refused to re- 
consider its vote in attaching the refer- 
endum to the bill increasing the Boston 
tax rate, 

It is evident the members of the 
House have come to the conclusion that 
it is time the committee reports were 
in. This morning the requests of the 
committees on harbors and public lands 
and on manufactures for further ex- 
tensions of time to next Wednesday, 
was refused. The former committee was 
given until tomorrow and the manu- 
factures commitete to next Monday to 
file their reports. 

It was charged by several members 
that the latter committee was holding 
back its report against the interests of 
the people, and in order to make it too 
late for the present Legislature to take 
any action. This was' denied by the 
members of the committee, who claimed 
that the Boston gas question was very 
complicated and required long and 
careful consideration. 


The committee on railroads was also 
charged with hold?ng back its report on 
the Boston & Albany lease until it was 
too late for proper consideration, and 
the House voted to lay on the table va- 
rious bills for the purchase of the road 
by the State, ete., until the lease bill 
is reported. 


This morning the committee on man- 
ufactures voted 8 to 5 to repeal the 
charter of the Haverhill Gas securities 
Co, When this commitee’s report on the 
Boston gas situation is presented to the 
House on Monday, two of the members 
Messrs. Apsey of Cambridge and Smith 
of Waltham will be recorded as dissen- 
ters and will present a statement to 
the effect that while they are not nec- 
essarily opposed to the bill, they believe

The long list of Andover's honored 
citizens who have finished their work, 
has a notable addition this week in the 
name of Albert Poor. 

Albert Poor’ was one of the strong 
characters of the old Andover. He 
linked the old and the new parishes 
together as hardly any other citizen 
did, and the North parish claimed him 
as much as we of the South parish did. 
A. brilliant scholar, an able orator, a 
patriotic citizen, he walked. in many 
paths of usefulness in Andover, and 
has teftiin his passing the imprint of a 
life that has achieved many notable 
triumphs.

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GIFTED AND HONORED. 


Death of Albert Poor Removes u« Promi- 
° nent Citizen. 


on Monday ‘afternoon shortly before 


half past five occurred the death of Al- 


bert Poor at nis home. on East Chestnut 
street after an illness of only a few. days, 
cutting short a life of great usefullness 
and promise of a@ brilliant future. os 

Mr. Poor was first taken ill Thurs- 
day night but it was thought to be 
nothing of a serious nature and he went 
to his office in Boston, Friday as_usual, 
returning early in the afternoon to attend 
Professor Park’s funeral. That night 
however, he was taken violently ill and 
on Sunday was operated upon by eminent 
Boston and Andover physicians and a 
cancer of the stomach was discovered. 
The doctors could give his sorrowing rel- 
atives and friends no possible hope and 
on Monday afternoon the stricken man 
passed quietly away, unaware that he 
could not recover. By his death the 
town loses a public spirited, generous, 
and capable citizen, one who had 
always taken great interest in local 
affairs as well as those of state and 
nation, and one who has filled many 
public offices with great efficiency, be- 
sides carrying on successfully his large 
Jaw practice in Boston, 

Albert Poor was born in the northern 
part of Andover, now North Andover, 
ona farm the 21st of November, 1853. 
Early in life. he attended the public 
schools of his native place, graduating 
from the Johnson high school. After 
leaving the high school he was employed 
for a short time in @ Lawrence bank but 
was advised by the officials there to take 
a commercial and penmanship course. 
‘This he did attending Bryant & Strat- 
ton’s school in Boston and upon finish- 
ing his course there was offered the posi- 
tion of teacher in this school with a sal- 
ary large for those times. He taught for 
a year, then entered Harvard college, 
and making his way through, graduated 
with honor and a high scholarship rank 
in 1879. Afterward he took a course in 
the Law school from which he graduated 
in 1882. He immediately entered upon 
his law practice in’ Beston, in which he 
achieved success. 

He served one year in the house of 
representatives from this district and 
was an’ influential member on the rail- 
road committee. Through his action on 
the question of taxing educational prop- 
erty he lost some votes and was defeated 
forasecond term by a small margin.. 
In town he has held @ prominent place in 
the public improvement societies. He 
was chairman of the park commission, 
vice-president of the Andover Village Im- 
provement society and of the Indian 
Ridge association. In 1896 he delivered 
the oration at the 250th anniversary of 
this town and it was considered by many 
tobe 'a wonderfnl piéce of composition 
besides being historically correct. Mr. 
Poor was accredited with having as fine 
command of English as anyone in this 
vicinity besides being a polished and 
fluent orator. 

His ancestors were among the earliest 
settlers of the town, having made their 
home there as early as 1640. He leaves 
asister, Miss Sarah, who made her home 


with him, and three brothers, Judge ering of North Andover.

The funeral of the late Albert Poor of 
Andover, held Thursday, was. attended 


by many of his former associates in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, colleagues 
in his profession, and numerous warm 
personal friends who came to pay a 
last tribute to the man whom they had 
learned to admire, whose early death, 
they believed, cut short a career which 
promised to be a most brilliant one. 

Prayers were said at the house on 
East Chestnut street, Andover, at 1 p. 
m., by Rev. William G. Poor, Only 
relatives and a few townspeople were 
present at this service. 

Later the remains were removed to 
the North Unitarian church in North 
Andover, where an impressive public 
service was held. This service was con- 
ducted by Rev. Charles Noyes, pastor 
of the church. Hymns were sung by the 
Gilbert quartet of Andover. The bear- 
ers were four Andover young men who 
were among Mr. Poor’s intimate friends 

Interment took place in the family 
lot in Ridgewood cemetery, North An- 
dover, 

The floral offerings were unusually 
beautiful and included tributes from 
relatives and many associations with 
which he was. connected, including 
the Johnson High School Alumni asso- 
ciation, Mr. Poor having been the first 
boy to graduate from the school. The 
Lawrence and Boston bar associations 
were represented, and included in the 
large number present were many form- 
er associates of Mr. Poor at Harvard 
University. 

The church service was opened with 
eulogistic remarks by Rev. Mr. Noyes, 
who then read several passages of 
scripture. The Gilbert quartet ‘then 
sang, ‘‘Lead Kindly Light.’”’ Rev. Mr. 
Noyes offered a fervent prayer, after 
which the quartet sang “Peace, Perfect 
Peace.’ Rev. Mr. Noyes then -pro- 
nounced the benediction. ° At the house 
service the quartet sang ‘“‘Nearer My 
God to Thee,’’ and chanted the Lord’s 
prayer. 

Included among the many floral de- 
signs was the coat of arms, sent by the 
Poore-Poor-Little family association, 
consisting of a shield and bar, with two 
red stars on a field of white above a 
third and larger star,, above which was 
an open book, and special pieces from 
the Indian Ridge association of Ando- 
ver and the Village Improvement s0o- 
ciety.

At the meeting of the directors of the 
Andover Gui Jd, held on Monday, June 11 


votes of thanks were passed to the No- 
vember club for their donation of $94.50 
for the Summer school; and to the com- 
mittee in charge of the late Rummage 
sale, the net proceéds of which to $88.38. 
It was reported that a license had been 
received by the Guild authorizing it to 
act-as an intelligence office. The Guild 
will, however, undertake to supply at- 
tendants for the sick and nurses only. 
The cooking class closed May 11. The 
pupils showed much enthusiasm in their 
work, regarding it as one of their great- 
est pleasures. The Girls’ club too closed 
May 15, with a reception given to the 
members and their friends in the Guild 
house. The committee on girls’ work re- 
gard the Girls club as one of their most 
successful undertakings, and propose to 
continue it next season. ‘They also pro- 
pose to establish in the autumn a dolls’ 
dress-making class, and have a sale of 
dolls. The financial side of their work 
this season has been most satisfactory, 
five classes having been conducted at a 
net expense to the Guild of only $25 per 
class. The committee on boys’ work an- 
nounce that the summer school will open 
July 16, with three groups: one for 
children from 5 to 9, one for boys from 
9 to 14, and one for girls from 9 to 14: 
Notice had been given that only 40 
pupils would be received in each group, 
but in the first group the full number of 
applications had already been made, in 
the second there had been 75, and in the 
third 48. It would be necessary there- 
fore to exclude a large number of those 
who wish toenter the school and for 
whom such a training would be most 
desirable, unless larger gifts from the 
public. should come in, warranting a 
larger appropriation. 

The resignation of John L. Brewster 
as @ member of the board of directors 
was received but was laid on the table, 
in the hope that in the autumn Mr. 
Brewster might be able to resume his 
position as a member. 

The annual report of the Guild for 
1809-1900 was received. Copies can be 
obtained free on application to the su- 
perintendent at the Guild house or to 
any officer of the Guild. The board ad- 
journed to September 25.

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From Far East 


_The following letter has been received 
by the secretary of the Horseshoers’ 
union from Bernard Mulvy, a member 
of the union, and now.a.member of the 
Co. K. 43d Infantry in the Philippines: 

Isle of Lyte Tacloban, 
April 19 1900, 

Dear Friend Michael—I received your 
kind and welcome letter yesterday and 
was glad to hear from you and the 
rest of the boys. Well, I will commence 
and tell you of our troubles, 

We left Manila on January 17 on 
three itransporis Which the Americans 
captured from the Spaniards, the 47th 
regiment being on the American trans- 
port, John Hancock, and sailed on the 
18th. With us we had the American 
gun-boats, Helene and Nashville, and 
a Spanish boat called Number 8, In 
three days the 47th landed on the Island 
of Luzon and engaged in an encounter 
the Nashville bombarding the town, 
while the troops’ landed. My regiment 
was out in the bay, and we could see 
nothing of the fighting but could hear 
the reports of the cannon and musket- 
ry for three hours. 

Leaving here we went to the north 
end of the Isle of Samar, where the 
43rd had landed and had had a little 
skirmish. The name of the place is 
Saygin and.on. the: following day we 
made our departure, giving to the capi- 
tal of the island, a plate named Catbo- 
lan. Here our major went ashore and 
asked General Luckbon, the head of 
the insurgents, to surrender, but the 
latter replied no, that he would rather 
fight it out. The major boarded his 
launch and arriving at’ the transport 
gave us orders to get ready for fighting. 
There was no dock at the town and we 
were half a mile distant from the shore. 
When the major left the village start- 
ing for the transport, the inhabitants 
set fire to the town and took to the 
mountains at the foot of which the 
burning settlement was situated. 

In a semi-circle on the mountains, 
there were 18 pieces of artillery and 300 
infantry. They soon got to firing at 
us, as we ‘were endeavoring to land, 
but none of the boys were hit. We 
made the distance from the Helene and 
the Nashville to. the shore in row boats, 
and were towed the last few rods by a 
steam launch. We were obliged to get 
off the boats with the water over our 
waist and as the buildings near the 
shore were all ablaze it was too hot to 
pull the boats up. While we were un- 
loading, the gunboats were shelling it 
into the niggers in great shape and it 
was a pretty sight .to see 400 soldiers 
landing on the shores of a_ burning 
town with the gunboats bombarding 
the town and the artillery in the moun- 
tains returning the fire. The reporter 
from the States said it was the prettiest 
sight that he had ever seen and he 
has been here ever since the war broke 
out. 

Finally we got into the trenches at 
the fvuot of the hill and remained there 
firing at the niggers for an hour and a 
half, and as we were making no head- 
way, an order to advance was given 

sand I wish you could have seen the 

boys go up that hill. One was killed 

and two wounded, but when we reach- 

‘ eu the top we found that our opponents 
he had taken a run for themselves, so we 
> rested there until 3 o'clock that after- 
: noon, at which time we went back to 
the town and got esomething to eat. 
We were then placed on guard for the 
entire night and the following day a 
few guards were stationed on the out- 

, skirts of the town. All that day we had 
i to unload food and clothing and when 
a: ; night came, again we had to go on 
guard duty, The next morning we 

marched to the mountains where we 
found 80 dead insurgents and with us 
as a guide we had a prisoner. He show- 
ed us the powder mill as they call it, 
where the cartridges are made, and it 
was a good plant, run’entirely by hand 
and foot power. This was about 12

miles from the town and here we dis- 
covere! fresh foot-prints which we fol- 
lowed for 15 miles, 

Two miles from the powder mill we 
found $22,00) in Mexican money on the 
banks of the river. This we put into 
our boats and took it with us to the 
town, 

We stayed in the mountains all that 

i. night and the following morning start- 
@ ed back to the deserted town. On the 
ee way back We passed the powder mill. 
F Here we smashed the machinery and 
4 after setting fire to the building, con- 
a tinued our march, taking a new route. 
i A little further on, we came across an- 
: © othed building, containing 300 pounds 
Ve of dynamite, and this met with the 
( same fate as the one which we had 
just left. 
F; We landed in town about 9 o'clock 
¥ that-night and after having our supper 
: were again placed on guard duty. For 
a a whole week we slept day time doing 


fi guard duty at night, and we remained 
i on the Isle of Samar till the first of 

? March, when our company was sent to 
abe the place from which I am now writing. 
tha This is a big hemp port but the com- 
pany was sent to small towns on the 
island to do garrison duty. I am_ the 
Fi only one here belonging to Co. K, and 
I am detailed to do shoeing. The team- 
sters have the shoes all fitted and all I 
do is pull off the old ones, and drive 
another one on, but I have been driv- 
ing the ambulance for 10 days as the 
teamster is in the hospital. The team- 
sters are citizens from the States. 

At present the boys are having it 
pretty hard in the little towns. Two of 
them were brought into the hospital 
three days ago all cut up, one having 
two fingers cut off, and the Other sus- 
taining three gashes in his leg and 
many cof his muscles torn out, and the 
latter did not get medical attendance 
for 56 hours gfter the accident hap- 
pened, At nigfit a nigger attacked the 
guards and as a result of the encounter 
some of our boys were sent next morn- 
ing to bury all'that was left of the for- 
mer, One nigger was lying on the 
ground and this’ fellow who was so 
badly injured, gave him a kick. The 
prostrate form jumped up and with a 
yell and before our man could get his 
gun, the nigger was upon him and cut 
him up terribly. When he was brought 
to the hospital, the colonel asked him 
how it happened. He told him and add- 
ed that hewfinally killed his adversary 
and had the satisfaction of seeing him 
die. 

You asked me about horse-shoeing in 
“ this country, There are none but po- 
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nies here and the natives had never 
seen a big horse till the Americans 
came here, The natives do not have 
the little animals +201, but the govern- 
ment has 25 ponies here and the shoes 
are sent all fitted, from Manila. :

IN HAVANA. 


W. C. O’Herlihy of this city. returned 

to his home here today from ‘Havana. 

Mr. O’Herlihy says that Havana is 

| engineering corps of the board of publ.c 

works. ‘he is at home on a six weeks 

leave of absence. In the fall an exten- 

sive sewer system wili be started in 
Havana. 

Mr. O’Hrlihy says that Havana is 
cleaner now than ever before in tne his- 
tory of the city, but that there is still 
danger of yellow fever and will be until 
the sewer system is built. The tide 
rises only eleven inches in Havana har- 
bor and in consequence the water near 
wharves gives out a most disagreeable 
odor. It is proposed to run a sewer 
main under the harbor and. then pump 
the sewerage into the,ocean at the 
mouth of the harbor. ;: 

“There is now a splendid system of 
street sprinkling in Havana,’ said Mr. 
O’Herlihy, “electrozone, made from sea 
water being used for the purpose. The 
street cleaning brigade is weil organ- 
ized. The water system has been revo- 
lutionized by Capt. W. A. Cook.. The 
water itself has always been fine ‘but it 
was polluted by the old method of dis- 
tribution. The sanitary change has 
been wonderful. The effect is shown 
forcibly by the fact that a year ago 
buzzards were almost as common in 
Havana as sparrows in Lawrence, 
while now the scavengers are seldom if 
ever seen. 

“The religious affairs of the city are 
being well looked after now by Bishop 
Jeanz, an Itallan. : 

“The Cuban climate is splendid. Al- 
though the temperature is hot, there is 
always a fine breeze. The rainy season 
is bad in Havana now because of the 
lack of sewers. The rain comes down 
in torrents and pools of water form in 
all the streets, there being no proper 
drainage. 

“The postal frauds have certainly s2- 
riously affected the American interests 
in Cuba. ,There had been hostility to 
Americans before the discovery, but it 
Was not so openly manifested as now. 
I understand Spanish, and as I have to 
go to all parts of the city in my work, I 
hear a great deal that the natives have 
to say.” 

Mr. O’Herlihy went to Cuba in the 
fall of 1898 in Battery D of the 2nd ar- 
tillery. A year ago he received his dis- 
charge and soon entered the public 
works department. He brought home 
a great many Interesting relics, includ- 
ing Mauser rifles used by Spanish in 
the late war, swords of Spanish officers 
and a cane which was found in the hulk 
of a Spanish schooner wrecked in Ha- 
vana harbor 100 years ago. He also 
brought home a large number of pho- 
tographs, two of which he presented to 
the reporter, one being a photograph of 
himself taken in Morro castle. 


P. O. CHANGE. 


An important postoffice change will 
go into effect here July 2, when the Me- 
thuen postoffice will be consolidated 
with the Lawrence postoffice. 

The change means free postal deliv- 
ery in the Arlington district in Methu- 
en, in Methuen proper, and in some of 
the outlying districts, adjacent to Law- 
rence, and ultimately free delivery in 
the outer districts which are growing 
rapidly as residential sections. 

After July 1, therefore, there will be 
no Methuen postmaster, John E. Saw- 
yer will ‘be retained in the government 
service however, and will become su- 
perintendent of the Methuen station at 
a salary of $1000 per year. 

The change will be of great benefit 
to Methuen as in no other way could 
the town have free delivery, as the pop- 
ulation and receipts would not warrant 
it. The consolidation is due to the ef- 
forts of Congressman Knox who felt 
that Methuen should have free delivery, 
notwithstanding that the town js not 
entitled to the service according to the 
postal laws. The abolishment of the 
Methuen postoffice and establishment 
of a station of the Lawrence postoffice 
at Methuen, overcomes the difficulty 
and much credit is due Mr. Knox for 
his successful advocacy of the scheme. 

Not only will Methuen have free de- 
livery but also more frequent mails. 
The regular mails will go to Methuen 
by train as usual, and additional mails 
will be sent to the Lawrence postoffice 
and forwarded to the Methuen station 
by electric cars,
